Day before yesterday all sugars 
not above No. 16 Dutch Standard 
went on the free list. The rates of 
duty thus abolished ranged from 
1.40 cents a pound on sugars not 
above No. 18 to 2.75 cents on those 
between Nos. 13 and 16. The im- 
mediate result in the San Francisco 
market was a redaction of five- 
eights of a cent on cube and crush- 
ed sugars, of three-fourths on dry 
granulate. and a rise of one-fourth 
on Extra C and Gold C brands. 
In New York the market was un- 
settled, showing a decline of from 
three-fourths to one and a half 
centsa pound. There is a good 
deal of talk to the effect that Cali- 
fornia will not get much benefit 
from the removal of the duty—that 
the refiners, in conjunction with 
the railroad company, will pocket 
the amount which formerly went 
into the Treasury. The Bulletin

annual consumption of the United 
States. Spain is considering reci- 
procity, which will affect not only 
Cuba and Porto Rico, but also the 
Phillippine Islanas, with 
great sugar-growing possibilities, 
now only partly developed. San 
Francisco is the nearest American 
port to the Phillippines by 10,000 
niles as compared with our Atlan- 
tic ports. Mexico is also likely to 
come into the competition, and 
Central America will follow suit. 

The government is now prepar- 
ing regulations to govern the pay- 
ment of bounty von domestic 
sugars. It is a settled matier that 
California is going into the pro- 
duction of beet-sugar.. When this 
home industry is added to the 
stimulated foreigu. product, any 
monopoly of sugar will become 
impossible. For the present we 
may continue to pay such prices as 
may be imposed upon us by the 
manipulations of refiners and com- 
mon carriers, but the tendency will 
be downward, not only to the ex- 
tent of the removed duty, but also 
‘to the further extent rendered pos- 
sible by foreign competition. Un- 
til that time we must possess our 
souls with tue best measure of pa- 
tience We can muster.

INTEGRITY OF THE LAW. 


A Lawyer Tells Why Prisoners Are Al- 
ways Worthy of Defense. 

George Shiras, Jr., is an attorney of 
long experience at the Allegheny 
vunty Bar and one of the most pro- 
found members of the profession, He 
said the other day to 4 Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch reporter: 

“It is chiefly important in crimina| 
cases to notice the presumption of the 
law that no man should be regarded 
as guilty until so found. It is supposed 
to be from the theory of law that no 
innocent man be found guilty. . It is 
important that on the part of the per- 
son charged with a crime there should 
be entire freedom of disclosure to his 
coun and if it were then permitted 
for the lawyer to refuse to defend the 
person, he would then-be e xercising the 
functions of court and jury in so pro- 
nouncing the man. guilty. If the in- 
dividual should reveal his guilt, it 
would still be the lawyer's duty to give 
him the benefit of the law, and of all 
such defenses as under the law can be 
made. 

‘This must be done to maintain the 
law in its integrity. as a protection to 
citizens, any one of whom may at any 
time be charged with crime. This is of 
greater importance than the fate ofa 
singie delinquent. 

‘Civil cases are in nature quite differ- 
ent. iInthem no lawyer of repute, or 
one who is entitled to confidence, will 
take a case either for plaintiff or de- 
fendant where the cause of such client 
is based in dishonesty or moral 
turpitude. But it may be, and often ‘s, 
the duty of the lawyer to advocate that

he believes the law to be against his 
clients. Lut this, again, is in order 
that in case of dispute the decision may 
be made by the established tribunals 
and not by a lawyer in his priviute 
capacity. Courts sometimes change 
their decisions on even’ important 
questions, and while the lawyer may 
well advise against ill-founded litiga- 
tion it may yet frequently be his d€ luty 
to fight in a losing cause.” 


Oregon's Deepest Lake. 

a party sent out by the Geological 
Survey under command of Captain 
Clarence E. Dutton, United States army, 
has succeeded in reaching and making a 
complete survey of Crater lake in Ore- 
gon, 2 body of water whose shores, with 
the possible exception of one point on 
the south, have never before been 
touched by the feet of white men. The 
party’s boats, says the New York Ob- 
server, were hauled a hundred miles by 
mule teams, drarzed by.a detail of sol- 
diers up the snow-clad sides of the ridge 
which surrounds the lake, and lowered 
by ropes from the crest to the water, 
nine hundred feet below. One hundred 
and sixty soundings were made, the re- 
sult of which gave the general charac- 
ter of the lake bottom. Two large sub- 
merged cinder. cones »were found, re- 
spectively eight hundred and twelve 
hundred feet high, the rest of the bot- 
tom being flat. Captain Dutton believes 
this to be the deepest body of fresh 
water on the continent. The greatest 

attained by the sounding line was 
two thousand and five feet. |

LAWS OF NEVADA. 


@assed at the Fifteenth Session 
of the Nevada Legisiature, End- 
ing March 19, 1801. 

The Gazerre continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted py the 
last Legislature. Those of only local 
character are given in brief synopsis, 
while any of general interest will be 
given in full: 

CHAP, LXIX. 
An Act to grant aid to the several

the State Agricultural Scciety appro- 
priations for 1891 and 1892 as follows: 

To Storey, Ormsby and Douglas 
counties; comprising District No. 1, 
for 1891, $2,000; for the year 1892, 
$1.500 ; and tor each of the years 1891 
and 1892 the sum of $1,000 to each of 
the following districts: Nos. 2, 3, 4, 5, 
6 and 7. 

To the State Agricultural Society 
the sum of $2,500 for each of the years 
1891 and 1892. 

Prohibits using the money to pay 
any purees in racing. : 

CHAP. LXX. 


The Elkocounty railroad Act provides 
for the.construction of a railroad from 
Carlin to Boise, and authorizes the 
iseue of county bonds at the rate of 
$3,000 per.mile as soon as ten miles 
are completed for that portion, and as 
fast aS each successive ten - miles is 
completed, if commenced within a 
year and finished in five years.

CHAP. LXXI. 


An Act amending the fish Jaws. 

Section 1. Section 3 of said Act is 
nareey amended soasto read as fol- 

ows: 

Section three. It shall be the duty 
of the Fish Commissioner to require, 
as far as practicable, all persons, firms, 
companies, associations and corpora- 
tions who have erected, or may here- 
after erect, any mill dams, water 
weirs or other obstructions, on rivers 
or streams and lakes within the waters 
of this State, to construct and keep in 
repair fish ways or fish ladders at 
such mill dams, water weirs or ob- 
structions, so that. at all seasons of the 
year fish may ascend above such dam, 
weir or obstruction to deposit their 
spawn; and any such obstructions or 
dams shall not be made use of to 
catch the said fish by Indians or 
other persons. Any person, firm, 
company, association or corporation 
owning such mill dam or obstruction, 
who shall fail or refuse to construct or 
keep in repair such fish way or ladder, 
after having been notified and re- 
uired by the Fish Commissioner to 
0 80, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shali be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars for every 
such neglect or refusal. 

Sec. 2, It shall not be lawful for 
any person or persons, between the 
first day of October of each year and 
the first day of April of each year, to 
catch or kill any river, lake or brook 
trout or land-locked salmon in any of 
the streams, rivers, lakes or other wa- 
ters within this State; provided, that 
the “close season,”’ as to lake trout, 
in all the lakes of this State shall 


of each year and end on the first day 
of April of each year. Any n vio- 
lating the provisions of this section 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
in any sum not less than twenty dol- 
lars nor more than one hund dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment in the count 
jail not exceeding one day for eac 
two doliars of fine, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. hibits fishing except by 
hook and line and imposes a penalty 
for violation. 

Sec. 4. Prohibits any express or 
transportation ~s ary | from receiv- 
ing or transporting any lake or brook 
trout.or land locked salmon betwéen 
October Ist and April Ist of each year ; 
or anv lake trout between Decémber 
Sist and — lst of each year. 

Sec. 5. Protects private fish ponds, 
and imposes a fine, for taking fish 
from them without consent, of from 
$2 to $10 for every fish taken. 

Sec. 6. - Prohibits the employment 
of Indians to catch fish in violation: of 
any provision of this Act. 

‘ec. 7. Makes it the duty of the 
District Attorneys, Commissioners, 
Justices, Sheriffs and deputies, when 
notified by the Fish Commissioner, 
to make complaint against parties 
named for violation of the provisions 
of this Act. 

Sec. 8. Exempts private fish ponds. 

Sec.9. Relatestothe Fish Com- 
missioner and forbids any compensa- 
tion for his services, and provides for 
his necessary expenses.

DEATH OF KIT CARSON JR. 


: Murdered 4 in eon > lounges by 
an Unknown Rn. : 

Tn the fall of. 1870 news wasireeéived 
from Pioche annouseing, the: death of 
Kit Carson Jr., whose body avyas found 
weltering in his bluod-near house on 
Lacour street, that (was then. only 
sparsely built upon. A bullet wound 
showed ‘the cause of death, and it was 
at first supposed te he a case of suicide, 
as he held his revolver grasped in his 
hand. But an examination of it 
showed .that..all.the chambers were 
loaded and none had béen recently 


discharged. An inqnest was held and 
a verdict rendered that death ,resulted 
from a pistol shot, fired by some one 
ucknown to the jurors. It was looked 
upen as a cold-blooded murder, but in 
those days people said nothing and 
were satisfied ‘‘to keep their eve on 
the gun,’’ for the 
“PEEP ’O DAY BOYS”’ 

Were numerous, as was eyidenced by 
the silent witnesses in the cemetery 
below the town. People held theories 
as to the ones suspected of taking the 


life of Kit Carson, and there was one 
man living in Hamilton, 150 miles 
distant, who felt decidedly uncom fort- 
able about it, for on the handle of the 
revolver held in Kit’s hand was en- 
aved the name of the man in Ham- 
ilton. He was never called upon to 
explain, for he was a well known 
agent of the leading stage line, and 
was known to have been on duty in 
the Hamilton office at the time when 
the deed was committed. 

Kit bad pawned the reyolver to him 
when going to Pioche only three 
months before, upon a promise to re- 
deem it within thirty days, which 
he did, and had the revolver sent to 
him by express. During the time 
when it was in pawn, 

A FRIEND OF THE AGENT, 
Who had the run of the stage office, 
in an idle hour, without asking per- 
mission, had the name engraved on it, 
supposing the agent to be the owner. 


It could not be erased from the silver- 
plated handle, and was returned to 
Kit in that condition. Thus the 
agent’s name was connected with the 
murder and the temporary suspicion 
threw the.scent off the trail of the real 
slayer and he esca without ever 
being suspected, or if so, was at least 
never named. 

Kit Carson Jr. was a nephew of Kit 
Carson, the famous scout, and like his 
uncle, was wedded to frontier life and 
the freedom that surrounded it. He 
was uncultivated, but generous to a 
fault; as true as steel and as coura- 
geous as he was stoical and indifferent 
to death. He scorned to skulk or take 
advantage of an unarmed foe, and the 
supposition was that his death was 
due to his open defiance of the lawless 
rufians that then held sway in the 
camp. He was shot from behind, but 
in the throes of almost instant death, 
he drew the gun aa he fell.

York the other evening upon astronom- 
‘ieal photography. Tle-*aid, observes 
_a Pittsburg Dispatch writer, that as 
| tronomical photography presented few 
| difficulties, and'that more knowledge 

of astronomy was required than of 
| photography by the observer; in other 
' words, that the ratio between the two 
_was about three parts of astronomy to 
_one part of photography. 

If, however, a photographer should 
attempt to photograph a star he would 
find that his image would be blurred, 
owing to the movement of the object 
during the exposure; therefore it was 
necessary that the instrument must be 
kept in motion in keeping with the mo- 
tion of the star, and the apparatus for 
photographing stars, therefore, adjusted 
to meet these difficulties, The usual 
method of keeping the star on the plate 
in, photographing was by moving the 
telescope, but owing to the size of the 
instrument at the Li¢k Observatory this 
was impossible, as the telescope weighed 
seven tons. The plan adopted, there- 
fore, was to make the plate movable by 
means «f turning screws. 
| Wher the photographer wished to do 
} some «f his work the thing first to be 
| done was to move the big telescope so 
'that a lens could be capped over the 
end, It is necessary ‘to put on 
a different lens for photographic 
purposes, and it happens that 
a different focus is obtained in 
'the big “telescope.. The dry plate 
\is therefore placed inthe tube nine 

fect from the eye piece, a’ hole having 
| been cut in it for that purpose. A seed- 
twenty-six-plate is used, and for develop- 
ment an ordinary pyro and potash. The 
developer is used very weak and plenty 
of time given to bring’ ‘but the image. 
' When the plate is developed the opera- 
| tor has to go atit in a blind sort of fash- 
ion, as, the smaller star images will 
| not appear till the devéloping work is”

The photographs of the planets are® 
| more difficult to secure, owing to the 
refraction in the atmosphere. Some 
fairly good pictures have, however, been 
made of Jupiter and’ Satiirn, and pic- 
tures of Mars will be ‘taken. Prof. 
Keeler showed pictures of the planets 
andthe moon, as well as drawings to 
illustrate the difference between the 
two. The outer ring of Saturn, which 
was not discovered till the big Lick tel- 
escope was turned on the planet, does 
not show in the photograph. The pic- 
tures of the Milky Way which Prof. 
iCeeler has in his collection of lantern 
slides are most excellent, and are the 
best ever taken. The hundredsof stars 
shown on the picture are none of them 
visible to the naked eye. 

The photographs of the planet Jupiter 
showed plainly the different positions of 
the spots and bands on the surface of 
the planet, which demonstrate that they 
are constantly changing, and that prob- 
ably the surface of Jupiter is a mass of 
changing matter. 

It is a well-known fact that better 
photos are obtained through the smaller 
telescopes than through the big ones. 
Photographing the stars, especially the 
small ones, is tedious tvork, as in some 
cases the exposure must last for several 
hours. During all that time the plate 
or telescope must be moved so that the 
image of the star will’ continue in one 
place. The exposure’ for 4 star of the 
sixteenth magnitude is two hours, and 
only one ata time can be secured un- 
less the Stars happen to be of the sattie, 
| magnitude, so that getting clusters is 
| particularly long and tedious in its ope- 
| ration. 

In procuring the photographic star 
pictures, often what is known as the 
| trailing process is followed—that is, the 
plate is exposed to the star, and then no 
attempt is made to fix the image in one 
place, but it passes along over the plate, 
making atrail. A number of trailscan, 
of course, be got on one plate, and then 
studied out and measured afterward. 

The exposures for planets are short— 
that of asun spot taken in Paris was 
ebout as lightning-like as possible, the 
shutter being attached to the strongest 
kind of a spring. The exposure for the 
moon takes about a quarter of a second, 
and that for Jupiter about four seconds. 

People who visit the Lick Observatory 
often ask very remarkable questions in 
regard to the telescope as well as to the 
inethods of photographing the stars. 
‘he covering of the observatory is made 
of three-inch steel plates, and, of course, 
is arranged so that''a plate can’ be 
moved to allow: the telescépe to poitt to 
any part of the heavens,.. A visitor who 
happened into the observatory when all 
the plates were closed asked most car- 
nestly if the steel plates were transpar- 
ent. Afrequent question asked in re- 
gard to star photographing is if a flash- 
light is not used to make the exposure. 
There is an old saying that intelligent 
men are the first to lose their wits when 
entering an astronomical observatory 
and seem to forget the simplest laws. 
Many cases of this have been noticed at 
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| the Lick institution.
